The exterior of the new build- 
ing will be of pink Georgian 
brick, with white trim and a 
black roof, to coincide with other 
buildings in the area.

On the main floor there will 
be nine teller stations, a book- 
keeping department, a record 
vault, the latest type of cash 
and safety deposit vault, two 
private offices, a private con- 
ference room and an open office 
area.

The building which is 100’x50° 
will sit nearly in the center of 
the block, with parking avail- 
able on either side for employ- 
ees and customers.

A Singing Flame May 
End Air Jets’ Whine 


A “Singing Flame” may put 
an end to the whining sound of 
the airplane jet engine, if the 
experiments are successful at 
the College of Engineering, 
Pennsylvania State University. 

Mechanical engineer Ger- 
hard Reethof is searching for 
an efficient, economical method 
of reducing the loud whine of 
fan jet engines. 

His premise is that, if a pure 
tone could be generated in a 
jet engine’s hot exhaust gases 
and if that sound could be 
pitched exactly out of phase 
with the fan-blade noise, the 
two will cancel. Preliminary 
research has shown that an 
oscillating electric field acting 
on the boundary of the hot 
part of an oxy-acetylene flame 
docs result in the generation 
of sound at the frequency of 
the imposed electric field. In 
fact it was even possible to 
transmit music with consider- 
able fidelity; hence, the term 
singing flame.

June Traffic Deaths 
Show Reducticn 
| WLUW J2i0UMLssY: 

Michigan traffic deaths in June 
numbered 184 which was a re- 
duction of 52, or 22 per cent, 
compared with the month’s all- 
time high of 236 set last year, 
State Police provisional figures 
showed. 

June was the fifth successive 
month this year to post a de- 
crease in deaths compared with 
corresponding months in 1969. 

The June toll was 11 less than 
the average of 195 for that month 
in the five years 1965-69. Record 
low for June was 57 in the war- 
time year 1944. 

The June deaths brought the 
accumulated road death toll for 
the first half of 1970 to 999, 
which was 113, or 10 per cent, 
below the 1112 for the same per- 
fod last year. 

Reports of delayed deaths 
charged to accidents in June will 
increase somewhat the totals for 
June and the first six months.

The Michigan legislature has now adjourned — 
for aif practical purposes — until after the Aug. 4 
primary. 

Most of the lawmakers’ work has been done for 
the year, although they will come back after the 
primary to tidy up the state, and then adjourn or 
recess again until after the November election. 

Who knows! They may keep going again until 
Christmas, which has become almost the pattern 

’ for Michigan legislatures lately. 

And what has been accomplished this year, 
with ali the long hours, the study, the strife and 
the strain, that have engulfed the legistative halls in 
the Capitol? 

When you get right down to it, not much of 
substance. 

According to many long-time observers of 
capitol affairs, the 1970 legislature will be known 
as ‘‘the parochiaid legislature,” because it finally 
adopted the principal of public aid to private 
schools. 

Ti can be argued that parochiaid is really a 
matter of subst: was handled in 
1970 in Michigan, it was much more of an 
emotional issue than an issue of great import to 
the state. 

But the emotional issue of parochiaid and the 
even-more emotional issue of abortion reform 


ca: hist the uraw it wach 
ce; but the way it

grappling with substantive matters. 

However, we venture to say that even if 
parochiaid and abortion reform were absent this 
year, the legislature still would have droned on to 
mid-summer without great substantive 
accomplishment. ‘ :

If the legislature is basically the policy-making 
body of state government, including the 
budget-making process, then how much time 
should the members spend making policy and 
drawing up budgets? 

It seems ta me that ton much of the 
legislature’s time and efforts are taken up in 
sideline matters, somewhat afield from the basic 
policy-making legislative functions. 

In 1970, for exampie, with six months of 
full-time meeting -- including many evening
